Dead ends of thinking are quick to trap 
you—as a few less fanatic Germans are 
beginning to realize—when you lose all 
sight of goals. So now is the time for you to 
formulate commandments of thought and 
action that will keep your thinking straight. 

For already a crop of spellbinders and 
well-intentioned zealots is confounding the 
real road to world maturity with a tangle 
of crooked thinking that would do justice 
to a Goebbels. 

In the frenzy of debate, the most honest 
man finds it all but impossible to keep to 
the course which certain truths, stripped to 


nakedness, demonstrate to be the true 
course toward an enlightened world. 
Let’s look at those truths, and when 


you’re certain that they constitute the code 
for a mature world to live by, tack them to 
your kitchen wall, place them under the 
glass of vour office desk, commit them to 
memory, so that during the morass of de- 
bate you can judge intelligently between 
what is wise and foolish, benign and dan- 
gerous. Use them as a master gauge against 
which you judge debate and _ current 
history. 

Let’s proceed carefully, free of emotion- 
loaded words which confound. Let’s admit 
at the start only those clearly-defined ideas 
which need no argument. 


Do not again try isolation; twice it has not 

worked. During World War I, 8,538,315 

men died and 21,219,452 were wounded. 
Every last man died or was crippled for 
nothing. Those are cruel words with which 
to bury our dead. But no decent attempt 
was approved to prevent another war. 

We tried isolation, failed to the tune of 
one-quarter of a million dead here and 10 
million dead the world over. Can one doubt 
the correct road?

We can never return to hermit-crab 
isolationism. Our world-wide fraternization 
must be genuine and complete—social, 
economic, and political. 


Let no man tell you the world cannot unite; 

there is already proof. There is nothing im- 

possible about international teamwork. 
Russia, the largest country in the world, 
whose shores are washed by the Pacific, the 
Arctic, the Black Sea, and the Gulf of Fin- 
land, and stretching across two continents 
to form one-sixth of the world’s land surface 
and take in one-twelfth of its people, has 
been unified into a single country, and the 
wars and bloodshed of a thousand years 
have been ended. Let no man tell you that 
the remainder of the world cannot unite. 


Give loyalty not to nations but to mankind. 

National histories breed suspicion, dis- 

trust, a phony patriotism. People of a 
nation that worships gangsters and killers 
like’ Napoleon and Hannibal and Caesar 
can’t help but be suckers for a brand-new 
faker with the same old snake-bite medicine 
of racial-and religious intolerance. Heroes 
don’t need to ride horses and brandish 
swords. Perhaps our truest heroes are 
among those unsung men who calmed a 
mob outside a city jail, or caused laborers 
and boss to bury the hatchet. Let’s re- 
appraise our own history and our own 
heroes. Let’s take a lesson from the Chinese, 
whose greatest hero, a peaceful old man of 
2,400 years ago, expounded the novel idea 
that man ought to love his brothers.

= are fascinating and always adaptable but by no 
means all alike. Even the English Ivies, what we call true 
ivies, show wide variations. 

When we include the heart-leaf philodendron, the 
gold-splashed pothos, the kangaroo vine, the dramatic 
monstera or Swiss Cheese Plant, and the several forms 
of grape-ivy—to say nothing of the parlor-ivy our grand- 
mothers cherished—it’s then you really begin to see the 
delightful differences in the ivy group. 

So you’ll find it’s easy to choose an ivy exactly right 
for every place you’d like a bit of green. They’ll get 
along, if they must, on a two-hour sun bath each week. 
They'll thrive in north windows. Even to clean them of 
scale, occasionally a bad pest, requires no more than a 
little nicotine sulfate in a pan of soapy water and a thoro 
rinsing. Use a brush to scrub the older stems. 

More than all this, ivies are sturdy and accommodat- 
ing. Even now they can be whisked thru the cold out- 
doors and not go into temperamental sulks. You can 
start collecting—or giving—at any time of year. 

Just tuck an ivy end into a bottle of water on a window 
ledge and within a few days you'll see new roots. As easy 
as that you’ve another ivy, ready for you, or as a gift. 


For the kitehen, beside the sink or dressing 


up the refrigerator, let a saucy pink teapot 
hold a small plant of Hahn’s Self-Branching 
Ivy. This is a thoroly dependable variety with 
small notched leaves and a bushy growth. Or 
just keep ivy ends growing in water. Where 
copper is featured, use a burnished teakettle 
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For the sewing room, hall, or anywhere a 
prized collection of antiques is displayed, a sil- 
ver caster like this can hold short philodendron 
ends in small glasses hung where old-time vinegar 
and oil cruets used to stand. Ends of kangaroo 
vine and showy pothos can decorate without 
hiding a valued old piece of silver or pewter

But the man who has had more to do with 
it than anyone else is not Benton but a 
stocky, quiet-spoken, 40-year-old ex-news- 
reporter and publicity man named Reeves 
Lewenthal, who doesn’t paint a lick but 
organized Associated American Artists 11 
years ago “‘to sell art in department stores, 
like dry goods, only faster.”’ In those 11 
years he and Associated American Artists 
have gone from their $12-a-month hole-in- 
the-wall office on Manhattan’s noisy 42nd 
street to the world’s largest commerical art 
gallery doing a million-dollar business on 
swank uptown Fifth Avenue, up where 
Elizabeth Arden and the DuBarry Success 
School make bathing beauties of fat ladies 
in six weeks. 


BusInEss is so good -he ships some 300 
prints a day during the Christmas rush sea- 
son, sends checks totaling $25,000 to $75,000 
to his 55 artists each month. As many as 80 
artists a week have tried to get a place on his 
roster, and occasionally he and the 25 artists 
who comprise the group’s board of governors 
take a talented one on. Lewenthal signs a 
contract with him, guarantees a monthly 
minimum, and provides insurance and a 
legal staff to take over his troubles. To the 
artist, accustomed to the hit-or-miss sales of 
a free lance, these certain fees seem like 
manna from heaven. 

Among Lewenthal’s flock are such top- 
flighters as Peggy Bacon, George Biddle, 
Adolph Dehn, Ernest Fiene, Joseph Hirsch, 
Fletcher Martin, Doris Lee, and Raphael

Soyer. Ivan LeLorraine Albright, who al- 
ways demands old-master prices like $125,. 
000 for his paintings because he says he is as 
good as the old masters, leads the list off. 
And his 5-foot, 2-inch twin brother Malvin 
ends it up. Malvin goes by the name of 
Zsissly. The Albrights wanted individual 
listings in art catalogs, their names as far 
apart as possible. They flipped a coin, Mal- 
vin lost, changed his name to Zsissly. It was 
the Albright brothers who painted the pic- 
tures for the film version of Oscar Wilde’s 
story of Dorian Gray. 


REEVES LEWENTHAL was the first and 
is still the only man to sell fine art success- 
fully by direct mail, the way Montgomery 
Ward sells bathtubs and catsup. To him 
every postoffice is a branch agency for the 
creations of the pick of America’s artists. 
His staff of 53 clerical workers send out 
some 3,000,000 pieces of mail a year— 
letters, broadsides, catalogs, and catalog 
supplements. On the lists are some 100,000 
customers and prospects, referred to ‘as 
*“‘patrons.”” One of them, a potentate in 
India, bought thousands of dollars worth of 
original paintings after Lewenthal sent him 
photographs of them. “‘When you’re com- 
peting for the dollar,” says Lewenthal, “‘you 
have to handle art. like any other business 
and convince the public it is a better value.” 
Lewenthal’s sales promotion manager until 
1943 got his merchandising experience sell- 
ing food, beer, and Hudson automobiles. 
Now he is with Calvert, the distillers. 


Like Tom Benton, who “has no prejudice 
against anyone except, of course, people of 
refinement,’ Lewenthal is convinced no

so that a couple of centuries later, when half 
of it was junk, it could be hoarded by the 
Hearsts and Mellons, or stuck away in 
hushed museums thru the courtesy of the 
name on the brass plate. To be healthy, art 
must rub elbows with the people. It must 
have a function in their lives as it did in the 
middle ages before it became an esthetic 
cult. ‘Men like Da Vinci were the commer- 
cial artists, bridge builders, inventors, and 
handy men of their day,’ says Lewenthal. 
“True artists are imaginative men, crea- 
tive. Most people don’t know it, but Samuel 
Morse, inventor of the telegraph, was an 
artist, was president of the American Acade- 
my of Design. Robert Fulton was an artist, 
too—made his living that way. Steamboat- 
inventing was just his homework. That is 
the kind of people who create art, not the 
ivory-tower esthetes who assume a more 
delicate perception, who insult you with the 
assumption that their goods are beyond 
your insight.” 


LEWENTHAL is a Middlewesterner. He 
started news-reporting at 12 on his home- 
town paper in Rockford, Illinois, knocked 
around the country reporting for papers in 
Chicago, Detroit, and Denver. He got into 
public relations work in Washington. His 
clients were the National Academy of De- 
sign, the Beaux Arts Institute, and a lot of 
other conservative art groups. He hated it. 
The more publicity he ground out, the more 
evident it was that what the art world 
needed was not publicity, but somebody to 
handle it like any other American business. 

American art was good. It had shaken off 
the isms of the Paris garrets and cafes, and 
it was native and good. But the market was 
not. High-class dealers up on New York’s 
57th Street trafficked largely in scarcity and 
the work of the dead—a Cellini bowl for 
$25,000, Van Dyck’s famous Queen Henri- 
etta Marie with Jeffrey Hudson and a 
Monkey, $157,000. But something for 
around a hundred dollars my dear 
madam, really! . . . These dealers leeched 
themselves to a few millionaires each and 
let the devil take the masses. You couldn’t 
dump the junk of Europe on the masses; the 
masses had no money. When one of one 
dealer’s millionaires began to spend a lot of 
time in Paris at the Ritz, the firm moved its 
Paris branch to a building adjoining the 
Ritz and cut a special entrance thru to the 
lobby for his private use. When he died they 
moved back to their old location.

Lewenthal, Associated American Artists’ direc- 
tor, never dictates to artists on subject or style, 
but tries to “offer the finest examples of all art 
that will have universal appeal.” He has not 
yet offered reproductions of an abstraction or 
the writhings of the subconscious. A landscape 
like the Lucioni outsells the Soyer three to one 
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Even those dealers who condescended to 
deal with contemporary work concentrated 
on big prices and big commissions, with the 
result that while the artists were starving, 
most people couldn’t afford what the artists 
turned out. 


Wauat Lewenthal proposed, instead of 
more publicity, was to get American art out 
of the high-hat New York galleries and out 
to the people with average incomes. “I 
want to see it sold in every store,’ he told 
Tom Benton. ; 

*“Good,” said Benton. “I want to see it 
hung in every saloon.” 

Up to that time etchings and lithographs 
had been printed in limited editions of about 
80 and priced from $20 to $30 a print. 
Lewenthal proposed, like some Henry Ford 
of art, to increase the edition to 250 and cut 
the price to $5 each. 

“Only trouble about starting,’” Lewenthal 
told Benton in a wry, sad voice, “is that I 
haven’t any money.” 

That was an old sound to Benton. He had 
painted display portraits of Theda Bara and 
Clara Kimball Young for Fox Films in his 
earlier days to keep alive himself. Lewenthal 
was only 29. 

*T can do this—”’ Lewenthal suggested 
hopefully, ““I can give you a note for each 
etching, to be taken up if the idea goes over.” 

**T’ll take you,” said Benton. ““That’s the 
only deal I’ve ever been offered that didn’t 
have me owing money to somebody else.” 

Lewenthal bounced out and went from 
artist to artist, the best in the East, talking 
excitedly and fast. One hot July morning 
there was a meeting in Benton’s studio, 
Lewenthal and 23 artists, all day, into the 
night. Would department stores do it? 
Would the old lady in Dubuque buy pic- 
tures in black and white? What the hell? 
What did they have to lose? They agreed. 
Each would contribute from one to 10 of 
his finest works; Lewenthal would sell them 
like dry goods, only faster. If he succeeded 
he was to pay the artists $200 for each plate, 
$300 when the issues from 10 of an artist’s 
plates were sold out. 


Every one of the 23 artists was bounced 
from his former gallery for agreeing to cut 
the price of prints to $5 each. But none of 
them reneged. ““They were fed up,’’ says 
Lewenthal. “‘We couldn’t have got them if 
their old galleries had been doing their 
job.” 

Lewenthal borrowed $1,500 and set out 
by bus to sell culture across the country. It 
went well. Maybe it was Lewenthal’s en- 
thusiasm. Department stores in 77 cities 
signed up. And on October 15 “‘signed 
originals by America’s great artists, one 
price $5’ snuggled up in newspaper ads 
to uplifts by Formfit and extra special two- 
cell focusing spotlights, 49 cents, today only.

How to Treat 
a Tantrum

Every child throws a tantrum, sometime. 
Any little fellow has an incredible number of 
new things to learn. As he gets so he can run 
and reach, he encounters a world of puzzling 
restrictions. The restrictions grow in number 
within his mind until eventually, in confusion 
and rebellion, he explodes. The explosion is a 
tantrum. 

Tantrums are most likely to occur late in the 
afternoon when a child is tired, or when he’s 
hungry, or overexcited. Holidays, with their 
excitement and irregular hours, are great days 
for tantrums. 

To avoid having Christmas end in tears, 
keep your child on an even keel by a sensible 
but not too exacting schedule.

[ Begins on page 30] 

collectors have bid many of them up 


many times over in price. Disgusted 
with the stores, Lewenthal withdrew 


| his prints from all but a few of them, 


borrowed more money, and went 
straight to the people with a mail-or- 
der catalog. His first ad brought 3,000 
letters requesting it, and the next two 
years brought 120,000 more. Seventy 
thousand bought prints. By 1937 
Associated American Artists was 
solidly on its feet, and nothing had 
been more thoroly exploded than 
that the old lady in Dubuque 
wouldn’t buy black and white pic- 
tures. Business was all mail-order 
until people began visiting its small 
quarters in New York to insist on 
seeing the prints. Then Lewenthal 
lined one room with monk’s cloth 
and started to hang them up. He 
has sold them off the gallery walls 
ever since. 


Arrer he had sold half a million 
dollars worth of prints he moved to 
a larger gallery and added color 
reproductions of paintings to the 
line. They were printed by a new 
“‘gelatone”’ process which produces 
extraordinary softness and clarity. 
Around Associated American Ar- 
tists they still tell the story that 
Luigi Lucioni couldn’t pick out his 
original water color, “Sunlit Pat- 
terns,” from the gelatones of it. And 
that Raphael Soyer was so certain 
that a gelatone of his ‘‘Modern 
Tempo” was the original paste! that 
he rubbed it and then examined his 
finger tips for chalk marks. Among 
the 22 reproductions now offered 
are Grant Wood’s “Woman With 
Plants,” adjudged by many critics 
as the best thing he ever did, and 
“Spring in Town,” his last work 
before his death. There is also a 
richly colorful decorative map by 
Miguel Covarrubias. 


LewentTHAL’s literature de- 
scribing these offerings often gets 
pretty rhapsodic : ““Today, after more 
than a year of exhaustive research, 
painstaking effort and consummate 
care, the ‘Covarrubias America’ has

» 
W HEN Associated American Art- 
ists first cut the price of prints, com- 
peting galleries groused about print 
inflation, argued that a public sold 
on black and white prints would not 
be a market for paintings in color. 
Lewenthal insisted that the more 
the public was exposed to art, the 
more it would want it. And he has 
been right. Just as recordings of 
good music have increased attend- 
ance at concerts, etchings have 
whetted the taste for more art, and 
many printed and reproduction 
buyers have turned to buying orig- 
inal water colors and oils. Lewenthal 
can fix you up with them, too. He 
handles the whole output of his art- 
ists, always has a number of originals 
hanging in the gallery to tempt you. 
Each is clearly tagged with its price. 
Small paintings of about 12 by 14 
inches usually are from $100 to 
$300, large ones from $700 to $1,500. 
The artists set their own prices. 

There’s nothing arty about the 
gallery. One day last fall I stopped 
in when they were moving their 
stockroom and mailing department 
to another building, having out- 
grown their Fifth Avenue quarters, 
and Benton’s $15,000 almost life- 
size ‘“The Rape of Persephone” was 
leaning neglected across a couple of 
chairs. It had started quite a fury 
when painted, partly because, as 
one lady put it, “the woman was 
just too naked-looking.”’ ‘“‘What do 
you expect, when she hasn’t any 
clothes on?” Benton had retorted. 
Now, leaning those two 
chairs, Persephone did look pretty 
naked. The young lady showing 
me thru giggled. ‘*The light’s better 
from over here,” she said.

Make a Cupboard 


of Your Closet Door 


By Terry Carroll 


ee 

Ir YOU can’t find it—look on 
the back of a closet door!” That’s a 
family slogan in our home, a little, 
old house that was embarrassingly 
shy on storage space when we bought 
it. To remedy the lack, we con- 
cocted sets of shelves, one for the 
inside of our linen closet door, one 
to shut away into the utility closet 
just off the kitchen. 

For our 18-inch linen closet door 
we cut four shelves, 4 inches deep 
and 1034 inches across. These were 
spaced between 40-inch-long side 
boards. This gave us a safe margin 
in opening and closing the door. 
Small strips of picture molding 
tacked across each shelf keep toilet- 
ries from falling out when the door 
is opened or closed quickly. We 
enameled our rack white to match 
the woodwork, and prettied up the 
door with rose decals. 

Our utility closet door is a stand- 
ard 30-inch one. We made the rack 
of shelves 66 inches tall, 211% inches 
across, and 5%4 inches deep. Two 
of the six shelves up at the top are 
for spices, so they’re only 5 inches 
apart. The others we spaced to ac- 
commodate staples of various 


heights, with the deepest about a 
shelf above it.

Names of flowers often are not 
only beautiful in themselves, but 
have delightful and _ interesting 
stories behind them. 


Nasturtium. The pungent smell of 
nasturtiums caused them to be nick- 
named ‘‘nose-twisters” by the an- 
cients. You see, the word nasturtium 
was made up of the Latin words 
nasus, ‘‘nose,”’ and torquere, “to twist.” 
It was the Roman naturalist Pliny 
who said in the first century that 
this flower ‘‘received its name from 
tormenting the nose.” 


Aster. The white and pink and pur- 
ple blossoms do look a bit like 
‘stars,’ don’t they? Aster is a Latin 
word which means just that.

Gladiolus. Here is a flower that is 
related, of all things, to the Roman 
gladiators. This plant was christened 
*‘sladiolus’’ because the leaves that 
enclose brilliant spikes of flowers 


were supposed to resemble the

Daisy. In old, old England, at the 
time of the poet Chaucer, daisy was

Your stack of old Christmas 
cards, those pine cones from last 
summer’s vacation, and a package 
of lace paper doilies are potential 
personality touches for your Yule- 
tide tree. Crepe paper napkins, tin 
can lids—almost anything—can be 
turned into decorative trimmings 
that also may be sent to friends in 
lieu of Christmas cards. Here are a 
few handmade tree decorations to 
start out on. Other ideas will suggest 
themselves as you work. 


Tired of tinsel? Make decorative 
swags by stringing pine cones, paper 
pinwheels, or angels. (A) Medium- 
sized pine cones are prettiest when 
brushed with silver, green, or red 
gilt paint from the dime store, and 
fastened on paper ribbon 6 inches 
apart. If you wish you can buy these 
cones already colored. 

(B) The angels, cut from pastel 
tinted paper, felt, or oilcloth, are 
brushed in spots with paste and 
dusted with sparkle. Round wooden 
beads serve as heads, capped with a 
little plastic wood or wet news- 
paper pulp for hair. Both hair and face 
are painted with show-card colors, 
and the completed ornament is hung 
with a circlet made from twisted 
hairpins or fine florists’ wire. An- 
other hairpin running thru the hole 
in the bead down into the dress keeps 
ring, head, and costume together. 

(C) Pinwheels can be made in a 
jiffy with paper ribbon .from the 
dime store. Cut eight 4-inch pieces 
of white ribbon and eight 3-inch 
pieces of red ribbon, with ends 
trimmed on a slant. Pinch together 
in center and tie. 


Shiny ornaments to reflect your 
Christmas tree lights can be fash- 
ioned from tin can lids. (D) Make 
this tin icicle by twisting the nar- 
row trimming from a coffee can into 
a corkscrew shape. (E) Each of these 
ornaments is made from two lids, 
cut halfway thru the center. Slide 
the cut ends together, run red rib- 
bon between the sections, and tie 
a knot at the base, leaving ribbon 
ends for a tassel. String a bright 
wooden bead on top. 

(F) To make the three-tiered tas- 
use graduated sizes of tin lids 
with red wooden beads between and 
a yellow crepe paper tassel dangling 
on the bottom. (G) This lid is gold 
colored on both sides and has a star 
design punched with an ice pick. 
(H) The blue star is cut from another 
lid and painted on one side with 
show-card color. A bit of ribbon for 
hanging is fastened to the star’s top 
point with an angel sticker.

(K) Those small pieces of plastic 
frequently found in the tops of 
candy or cosmetic boxes make 
shimmering Christmas trees. Cut 
two flat tree designs from the plastic. 
Slit one from the center bottom two- 
thirds of the way up to the top, the 
other one, one-third of the way down 
the center, starting from the point 
on top. Slide the two pieces together 
to make a four-sided decoration. 
Brush the edges with white show- 
card paint to simulate snow. 

(L) Make bright tree tassels by 
folding 12-inch paper napkins in 
half. Fringe by cutting each napkin 
in narrow strips from the bottom up 
to a point one-half inch from the 
fold, and roll tightly along the fold 
String wooden beads at top of the 
tassel. (M) Paste parts of an ol¢ 
Christmas card on front and back 0!

(N) The red, white, and blue 
crepe paper star is fashioned on 4 
cardboard base made according © 
a pattern folded and cut from 4 * 
inch square of paper.

To start a screw in an out-of- 
the-way place, fold a small 
piece of adhesive tape over the 
end of the screwdriver. The 
tape wedges the screwdriver 
edge into the screw slot and 
holds the screw at any angle 
until it is started. 


Use a sheet of corrugated card- 
board, with a hole punched 
thru it, as protection against 
hammer scars when you are 
driving a nail into smoothly 
finished wood surfaces. 


Here’s hew to give an inex- 
pensive paintbrush the beveled 
edge of a costlier one: dip the 
brush in glue and let it harden. 
Then shape the stiffened brush 
with the aid of a sheet of sand- 
paper laid on a flat surface. 
After the brush is shaped, wash 
the glue out. 


If there is no other clamp avail- 
able, a trousers hanger will 
hold small work while the glue 
dries, or it will clamp several 
thin loose pieces together for 
temporary trial assembly. 


Get a more powerful twist from 
your screwdriver when you need 
it by placing the claws of a 
hammer over the screwdriver 
blade as shown and using the 
hammer handle as a lever. 





Grooved surfaces or molded 
edges can be sandpapered more 
thoroly if an ordinary deck of 
playing cards is used as a sand- 
ing block. The cards slide in- 
dividually and adjust them- 
selves to the contour of the 
wood to be sanded.

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Window Garden 
of Herbs 


By Madeline Corse 


Have you ever grown herbs in- 
doors? It can be done. Many of the 
herbs that make the outdoor garden 
fragrant may also be grown on your 
window sill to give you pleasure all 
thru the winter. 

As you move about the house, 
you may pick off a leaf and crush it 
—and sniff and sniff! You can use 
snippings of your fresh herbs in 
cooking and in teas. All thru the 
long winter you may possess “‘the 
powerful grace that lies in herbs,” 
as Shakespeare expresses it. 

Most herbs like sun when out- 
doors, but they do not like too-dry 
air and excessive heat in the house. 
They should not be allowed to dry 
out, neither should they be over- 
watered. A good soaking once a 
week is good for them, and the 
leaves should also be sprinkled. Let 
them dry off in the kitchen sink 
before returning them to the win- 
dow. 

The soil in the pots should con- 
tain about a fourth sand. Have an 
inch of broken pottery or pebbles in 
the bottoms of the pots. Herbs like 
a poorer soil than flowers, and are 
raised chiefly for their foliage so that 
growth should not be forced with 
too much plant food. Then in poorer 
soil, they produce more of their 
volatile oils than when growing 
lushly in rich earth. 


Herbs for Flavoring. A pot of 
chives is useful to clip and add to 
cream cheese and other foods. The 
long slender tops may be cut and 
cut, and still your clump will con- 
tinue to grow. 

Parsley and chervil are decorative 
in pots, tho you think of them only 
as a garnish. Chervil is much like 
parsley—both need a cool window, 
and they are used in the same way. 
Chervil does not transplant easily. 

Sweet marjoram is an erect, small 
bush outside, but it is more trailing, 
tho still fragrant, in the window 
garden. Its leaves, fresh or dried, 
are used for a cooking flavor, being 
slightly bitter and aromatic. It is 
used, too, for herb tea and as a 
salad herb. 

The strongly pungent garden 
thyme is used with lamb and rabbit, 
and in all ways like sweet marjoram. 
Sweet basil with its clove-like taste 
is excellent in tomato and cheese 
dishes.

It has long, weak 
stems which droop instead of grow- 
ing erect. In flower, the plant has the 
appearance of pale pink snow. 

Sage, of course, suggests poultry 
stuffings. It is shrubby with slim, 
gray-green leaves. Outside it will 
grow to about two feet, but is better 
if kept pinched back. 

Burnet is a beautiful plant, bushy, 
with lacy leaves which are almost 
evergreen. Its flowers are of no con- 
sequence, but the leaves, so beloved 
by French and Italian cooks, give a 
cucumber flavor to salads. A con- 
stant supply of tender young leaves 
is produced by cutting back. Burnet, 
like chervil, is not a good trans- 
planter. 

Another handsome house herb is 
germander, a low branching plant, 
with dark-green, glossy leaves. The 
blossoms are purplish rose. 


Have Your Own Mint. Mint is one 
of the nicest herbs, and it embraces 
several varieties. Have you never 
taken a steaming cup of aromatic 
peppermint tea to ward off a cold, 
or to ease a pain in the stomach? 
American Apple Mint is a pretty 
foliage plant, with a refreshing odor 
and fruity taste. Its smooth green 
leaves are streaked with cream, its 
flower spikes palely purple. Orange 
Mint leaves are dull green, smooth 
with purple edges, and shaped like 
Its odor at first seems like 
lavender. All mints are flavorful in 
cooking, excellent for herb teas. 
Specials are mint jelly with lamb 
and new peas; Apple Mint to pep 
up apple jelly; Orange Mint with 
egg dishes or to flavor custard cups. 

While rosemary is taller than 
most house plants, it is slow growing 
and may be kept down to a conven- 
ient height by snipping and pinch- 
ing back. A young rosemary plant 
does best when slightly potbound. 
Both the leaves and the pale-blue 
flowers are fragrant. The dark leaves 
have a piny taste much liked as a 
flavoring, while the green sprigs 
make a sedative tea. 

Rue or Herb O’Grace is slightly 
woody and almost evergreen. It has 
blue-green, lacy leaves and often 
grows about two feet high. It may 
be cut back, but if the tops are cut, 
the window gardener will lose the 
bright yellow flowers which are 
about half an inch across. It will 
require a larger pot and more shelf 
room than most herbs. 

Dittany is as charming as its 
name. It grows a foot high, and its 
leaves are gray, soft and wooly, 
round in shape. Its pink blossoms 
grow in spikes. Tho it is not a flavor- 
ing herb, it has fragrant leaves. 

Lemon verbena has lemon-scent- 
ed leaves which are often used in 
finger bowls or fruit cups. Its flowers 
are attractive, tho not showy. Rose 
geranium is a lovely houseplant. 
The larger it grows, the more per- 
fume its deeply cut leaves give out. 

A refreshing minty fragrance 
comes from English pennyroyal. 
Its deep-green leaves are oval and 
rather hairy and come on long 
prostrate stems. The lilac blossoms 
are very tiny.

or may be dried and crumbled be- 
fore adding charily to the cookery. 

For soups and stews, an herb 
bouquet is a delight. Fresh herbs 
are tied together, a sprig of each, 
and allowed to remain in the liquid 
until serving time. Dried herbs may 
be bagged in cheesecloth and used 
in the same way. Be sure that you 
give the herbs time to release their 
volatile oils. Even if at first there 
seems not to be a strong flavor, you 
should not add more herbs. Too 
great a quantity will give a bitter taste. 
About 45 minutes before the end of 
the cooking is a good time to add the 
herb bouquets to soups. Try quarter 
teaspoons of several, until you dis- 
cover the proportions that please 
your family best. 

You may learn to make your own 
combinations of house-grown herbs 
for use in the kitchen. To use with 
ground beef, summer savory, basil, 
sweet marjoram, thyme, parsley, 
and celery leaves may be blended 
as you choose. Don’t use too much 
of any one. With pork, sage, basil, 
and summer savory are a good com- 
bination; rosemary may be added 
to these to accompany lamb or veal. 
Sage goes into poultry dressing, of 
course, with other herbs such as 
summer savory, thyme, basil, sweet 
marjoram, and celery leaves. 


Try Herb Teas. Herb teas are used 
for various purposes. With your 
regular brew of the afternoon, you 
may add a few leafy tips of mint or 
lemon verbena. Or use the herbs by 
themselves in refreshing hot bever- 
ages. Before going to bed, a tea of 
peppermint, rosemary, sage, sweet 
marjoram, or lemon verbena acts 
as a sedative, soothing the nerves 
and relieving fatigue. 

Boiling water is poured over the 
herb leaves and allowed to stand 
until the desired strength is ob- 
tained. The essential oils would 
evaporate if the herb leaves were 
allowed to boil, so an infusion is 
made. Honey is the best sweetening, 
some like to add a slice of lemon. 
The herb flavor is lost if milk or 
cream is used. Never use a metal 
container for making herb tea. 

To wind up a day of aromatic 
fragrance in window garden and 
kitchen, tie a handful of herb leaves 
in a handkerchief and toss them into 
your hot bath. It’s truly relaxing.

who desire to perpetuate themselves? 
Or patriotic to the cause of decency 
and justice, and freedom for all 
people, black, white, yellow, red, 
and brown?” 

As children we thought we were 
patriotic when we warred against 
the neighboring children, when we 
defended the high honor of our 
village against slander by the neigh- 
boring village. And there are chil- 
dren with grey beards in the Tennes- 
see hills who believe with a cer- 
tainty that they are patriotic to 
their family’s high name when they 
kill and feud, generations on end. 


Free all countries of boundaries re- 
4 stricting trade. As children we 

used to draw a bold line in the 
dirt and dare a single comer to 
cross. A mature world could do 
infinitely better with its national 
boundaries than mimic the antics 
of five-year-olds. 

Europe must not and cannot be 
treated except as one cooperating 
whole, free of the strangle of na- 
tional boundaries. Germany has 
no oil, [taly no coal, Czechoslovakia 
no seacoast. If those countries can- 
not get, within their own boun- 
daries, the things they need to live, 
they'll have to trade. And if narrow 
boundaries and laws prevent that 
trading, of course, theyll bargain 
for more land, and fight for it. 

There must be unrestricted trade, 
and eventually it will come, just 
as it did to the fabulous Union of 
States which never could exist be- 
cause it wasn’t “fundamentally 
sound” and was “against nature.” 
You, by straight thinking, can un- 
hinge the demagogs and speed the 
day of free-flowing trade. 

Some may suffer, temporarily, 
need to switch over to other work. 
But is this too high a price to pay? 
Is any inconvenience short of cur- 
tailing our freedom as high a price 
as what the world has just paid? 
Ten million dead. Fifty million 
dead, wounded, or missing. Can 
you convert those prices into dollars? 

Competition helped make our 
country great. Won’t that same 
competition by business the world 
over be healthy, permit smart man- 
agement to make more profit, and 
reduce costs of goods—as it has 
done here? 


Know your neighbors, and you will 

cease to fear and hate. There must 

be freer exchange of citizens 
between nations. Not only should 
we make it easier for Russians to 
enter our country, but they should 
allow us easier access to Russia, to 
tend our businesses, to study at the 
finest schools, and to settle there, if 
the place is to our liking. 

The idea that the rest of the world 
would give its right arm to migrate 
to this country is an absurd bit of 
conceit. Since 1932, our trifling 
quotas have been only one-sixth to 
one-half filled. 

When men travel and trade and 
live in other countries, even the

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least observant can see that men in 
Arabia are like men in Alabama— 
plenty good and plenty bad. There 
are straight-thinking Arabians as 
there are straight-thinking Ala- 
bamans. Remember the new kid 
who came to school? Until you beat 
him up and learned to know him 
better, you treated him as an out- 
cast. It’s easy to hate someone you 
don’t know, and to teach others to 
hate as crazy-mad as you. It’s too 
easy to hate in the abstract, but did 
you ever talk to a Russian who had 
your brother’s voice, your brother’s 
thoughts and his same warmheart- 
ed friendliness? Once I guarded a 
German prisoner, and learned how 
hard it is to hate a man face-to- 
face, a man who is good and clear- 
thinking. 


Beware of men and their ideas, not 
nations. Wars are incubated not 
by one color of skin or roll of 
tongue, but by false ideals which 
hatch into false leaders. That is 
tremendously important to remem- 
ber. Beware of men and their ideals, 
not nations. Men bound together 
by geography won’t be completely 
good or bad, but men bound to- 
gether because they fear, distrust, 
and hate alike, may very well be. 
Look closely at that man or band 
of men who talk fear, distrust, or 
hate of any nation or race. Don’t 
make the mistake of looking too far 
—your neighbor next door, some- 
one at the office or your club may 
be a far better Nazi than many 
Germans. You will probably find 
that your race-hater brands a na- 
tion with the same evil qualities with 
which he is endowed. If he blames 
the British with greed, you'll find 
he has more than his own share of 
greed. Look closely at the men you 
know who preach that the Jews are 
hell-bent on wrecking the world. 
They are unsuccessful men, not the 
captains of industry or business or 
science they would like to be. Rather 
than pin their failure on their own 
lack of brains and energy, which 
isn’t at all pleasant, they choose 
Hitler’s own scapegoat, the Jew. 
The traitors of mankind are never 
exclusively one race or nation. They 
are those men and bands of men 
who whisper mistrust, suggest fear, 
and before long are shouting hate of 
races and nations. From nations we 
have nothing to fear, but beware 
those men and bands with diseased 
ideals and warped thinking who 
kindle mistrust and _ intolerance. 
They are the traitors of mankind. 


Resort to international police and 

courts, not to armed might. If we 

learn to recognize the traitors of 
mankind and their gullible follow- 
ers, what then? How stop them and 
bring them to justice? 

The answer is by an international 
police force. And let us never be 
confused between police force and 
standing army. A police force will 
root out evil-doers by name, single

vious, or small bands of evil-doers 
whose crimes in deed and doctrine 
can be appraised by the courts, 
where unprejudiced thinking is a 
profession. 

A police force can cope with half- 
crazed zealots before they spread 
their epidemic of mistrust and sus- 
picion. It can deal with crooked- 
thinking bands of men whom the 
courts have proved to be dangerous. 

There’s an amazing amount of 
badness in us. One out of every 500 
Americans has to spend all his time 
as a policeman to bawl out the rest 
of us for speeding, keep us out of 
our neighbor’s silverware, and dis- 
suade us from murder, rape, and 
arson. Something like one inter- 
national policeman per 1,000 of us 
would probably do the job in the 
world community. Compare that 
ratio with the way your draft board 
picked your community clean of 
able-bodied young men. One in a 
thousand would be pretty small 
potatoes. 


Sit not on your haunches in despair; 
8 this is man’s last chance. You agree 

to the foregoing truths, but you 
smile indulgently and say, “Nice 
ideas. Wish I could live long enough 
to see them come true.” Such in- 
difference is criminal. 

Here is the most vital truth of all 
—that a mature world community 
can, must, and will become reality. 

Our so-called practical man a 
thousand years ago would have 
laughed at the harebrained idea 
that nations could be united, the 
sun’s circuit around the globe, intoa 
British Empire. The same ‘“‘prac- 
tical” man was amused at the 
idyllic concept of uniting 13 scrappy 
colonies into a giant, fairly peaceful 
United States where state bound- 
aries are no more important than 
fleeting signposts along the high- 
ways. A nation and a world can do 
anything it believes it can do. All 
that limits man is his own imagina- 
tion. 

If the American people can dig 
out their beliefs and give them an 
airing, they can help the world’s 
people to know what they believe. 
They can begin a campaign of 
truth in diplomacy that will help 
eradicate suspicion, which is a 
requisite of war. 

And when Americans do dig out 
those beliefs and strip them of emo- 
tion and prejudice and selfishness 
and “patriotism,” they'll probably 
be surprised. They'll find some 
“everlasting truths’ as dead as 
mackerels, as antiquated as the 
Great Wall of China and its charm 
against invasion. 

The most significant changes 
don’t come by war, but thru changes 
in custom and habits of thinking. 
Without loss of blood, the Industrial 
Revolution shook the world to ‘its 
foundation and boosted humanity 
to a plane of living unknown in 
world history. 

Hopes and effort are better than 
despair—and despair is absolutely 
all that remains if we adopt the 
sit-on-your-haunches policy of non- 
cooperation which has _ already 
offered up fifty million dead and 
wounded in ghastly proof of its 
error. 

There’s no other course than to 
work together. We end war or we 
end mankind. This is our last chance.

Lack of family fellowship is 
the cause for many psycho- 
logical orphans. 


Most families do not spend enough 
time together. Parents go off to a 
movie, and even tho they take the 
children they are not doing things 
that bind them in comradeship. 
Recreation should be a game, a 
spirited conversation, or even in- 
dividual pastimes where each takes 
an interest inthe other’s occupation. 

One evening recently a father 
talked to me about his sense of in- 
security. He was sarcastic and irri- 
table and miserly over money. He 
was dissatisfied without knowing 
why. I suggested that perhaps he 
should look within his own home. 

He later told me that the next 
morning when he was leaving the 
house, 9-year-old David begged, 
“Drive me to the swimming pool, 
Daddy.” 

Daddy said, “‘I haven’t time.” 
Then he remembered and went 
back. “‘Come on, David.” 

‘But I must burn the papers and 
put away the dishes,” the boy said. 

‘All right—you burn the papers. 
I'll put away the dishes.” Soon 
father and son were on their way, 
both whistling. At the pool, David 
stepped out of the car and closed 
the door carefully. He had always 
slammed it before. 

That was the beginning of a new 


attitude of good will and love that 
brought the father into the fellow- 
ship of his family, making it com- 
plete. 

Occasionally mothers forget that 
helping with the work can be fun 
for the children. When Elsie wanted 
to help clean strawberries, her 
mother said, ““You go outside and 
play, dear, so you won’t bother 
Mommie.” The child was quiet for 
a moment. Then, “‘I’ll tell you what, 
Mommie. Let me do the strawberries 
and you can help me play.” 

Families in which all share in the 
budget-planning, in the income, in 
the work, and in the problems are 
the most closely knit. Their members 
are on equal terms and have a mu- 
tual interest in one another. 


Misunderstanding of child- 
training is a common root of 
family trouble. 

When early mistakes or failures 
are unwisely handled, children 
quickly learn to lie out of failure, to 
keep thoughts and actions hidden, 
to shift blame, or to adopt attitudes 
of persecution. 

Parents should teach children to 
benefit by mistakes and to see things 
thru. I was visiting a home once 
when the son came in to his parents 
and said, “I just kicked the football 
thru the church window.” 

The parents looked at each other. 
The mother said, “‘What are you 
going to do about it?” 

“Tell the preacher and have it 
fixed.”

‘Pay for it.” And he was off to 
play again. 

His mother hadn’t protected him 
from undoing his wrong, but she did 
save his self-respect and she opened 
wider the door for him to come 
again. They will be pals in victory 
or defeat. 

Sometimes punishment is neces- 
sary. But if the punishment is fair 
and consistent, family fellowship 
will not be hurt. 

If a child has been carefully dis- 
ciplined and guided in everyday 
living, he will be prepared for any 
kind of crisis. Unfortunately, some 
parents are dictators. They think 
that the way to guide is to tell chil- 
dren when to sit and when to stand, 
when to be silent and when to talk. 
Instead of imposing their will on the 
child, they should teach him under- 
standing and reason. His will and 
his power to decide are kept intact 
and he thereby makes decisions and 
choices. 

A brilliant man once sent his son 
to me with these words—far from 
brilliant: ‘Go down and tell him to 
bawl you out.” That father, busy 
with his research, thought he had 
done his duty by providing for the 
boy’s physical comforts. The more 
important parental role of discipline 
and guidance he had disposed of at 
night with angry words and threats 
when he received a report of his 
son’s behavior. 


In the average home the em- 
phasis is on what one has 
rather than what one is. 

This topsy-turvy sense of values 
makes many families orphans. The 
family is not a place, a house, stones, 
and lumber any more than a win- 
dowpane is light; the family is a 
relationship. 

A boy recently wrote to his father 
from the South Pacific: ‘““Dad, I’ve 
been thinking of our house, our 
insurance, our car, our furniture, 
and all the other things our family 
possesses. But I know you will under- 
stand when I say that, here, all that 
means nothing. The knowledge that 
you all love me and trust me and the 
memory of the good times we had 
together are the things that really 
count.” 

That boy is no orphan. What his 
parents gave him he can take with 
him even to the far corners of the 
world. He has learned that buildings 
and furnishings are replaceable; 
that family love and unity are eternal. 

Our universe is growing in- 
creasingly complex. This adds to our 
sense of loneliness. The individual 
can so easily become lost. He rubs 
elbows with many and hearts with 
few. In the army he is given a 
number, in the factory he does one 
small thing over and over. Unless he 
has a real sense of belonging to a 
cherished group, his life will be 
empty. 

Clothes, food, houses, education, 
entertainment—all are important, 
but they can leave the soul smoth- 
ered, the family starved for love and 
bereft of faith in something greater 
than themselves. When a family has

A child may develop a pain or 
nausea to draw attention or to avoid 
doing something to which he is 
averse. When he grows up, these 
emotional devices learned in child- 
hood may hinder him seriously. He 
will be an adult who shifts the blame 
for his failures onto others, who goes 
from moods of depression to moods 
of abnormal elation. Twisted per- 
sonalities may lie, steal, or commit 
crimes to gain satisfaction. 

No parents would intentionally 
create psychological orphans in their 
home. Yet how many of us do it un- 
intentionally! We need to take stock 
of our family relationship frequently.

Too Busy 
for Living?

Do YOU find yourself surrounded 
by tasks undone, oppressed by aims 
unachieved? 

Perhaps my experience will help 
you work your situation out. 

We had just had a baby. I was 
proud when I learned that I could 
nurse him, the only mother on the 
whole obstetrical floor at that time 
who could do so entirely. That only 
one of all of us was able is in itself 
an indication that something is 
radically wrong with either the 
health or the living habits of young 
women like myself. 

After several weeks at home, how- 
ever, I found that there was no need 
for me to feel so cocky. I was losing 
my milk, and my baby was hungry. 
The pediatrician advised me to rest 
more, to drink more liquids. 

More rest? Just how does one 
squeeze an hour’s rest into a day 
already packed? And how can one 
sleep when there are a million wor- 
ries to fret about?

Tue more I thought about it, the 
more impossible it seemed. My 
mother couldn’t understand why I 
was unable to nurse our baby, when 
she nursed each of her children for 
eight and nine months. It set me to 
thinking. 

Why, with the diaper services 
and all the rest of our modern con- 
veniences, are our days so full? 
Grandmother nursed her children 
and hung up an endless line of 
heavy flannel diapers in her time. 

The answer, of course, is what 
psychiatrists and all medical men 
have been saying for several years. 
It is not that we’re unable to scrub 
floors; hard work daesn’t hurt a 
healthy woman. But it’s thinking 
while we scrub, “‘I have only an 
hour before I’m due downtown. 
Between now and then, I must dust, 
get dressed, and leave the baby at 
Grandmother’s.”” Then at the end 
of the day we have that wrung-out 
feeling, we’re cross with our hus- 
bands, we yell at our children, and 
we look like hags. 


I DECIDED that the most impor- 
tant thing was to take proper care of 
my baby, so I looked at my day. The 
first thing I abolished was the in- 
terminable telephone calls. Now, if 
I am resting or busy at something 
that must be finished, I simply don’t 
answer. In my housework I have 
decided that what I can’t do today 
I'll do tomorrow—maybe. I keep 
the radio turned off except for defi- 
nite programs I wish to hear. And 
it’s surprising how much I accom-

December Gardening Guide 


How to Cook a Rabbit's Goose 


By Harvey Bicknell 


Perer RABBIT may offer an in- 
teresting base for children’s lore but 
to the home gardener he is just a 
pain in the bark. He’s so villainous, 
even a pun like that is permissible. 
He is completely unpredictable as 
to when and what he will damage. 
Sometimes he chews the bark off 
plants early in the fall and some- 
times in the winter when the snows 
cover all sources of food except 
branches of trees. And then, I have 
managed to get Japanese quince 
thru both these periods only to have 
them cut down early in the spring. 

Rabbits may girdle the bark from 
fruit trees up to four inches in trunk 
diameter, or they may cut off the 
tip shoots of raspberries, currants, 
and clethra. They particularly like 
members of the rose family which 
includes apple, pear, quince, coto- 
neaster, Mountain ash, pyracantha, 
and flowering quince. They are very 
fond of Bigleaf wintercreeper and 
in my neighborhood always use the 
colored and miniature-leaved varie- 
ties for dessert. 


I CAN understand why they chew 
the bark off to eat. But when they 
cut thru the stems of Boston ivy or 
morning-glory vines without eating 
any of either end, I lose patience 
completely and hunt any means 
fair or foul to get rid of them. It’s 
an all-season fight. 

Fencing out is the most positive 
method of protection. Repellents 
come next, and mechanical devices

for scaring them away have their 
place. Wrapping the trunks of trees 
with anything solid enough to keep 
the rabbits away is a_ practical 
method of fencing them out. Hard- 
ware cloth of 14-inch me%h is the 
old stand-by because it keeps out 
field mice as well. Collars of poultry 
wire are effective. Building paper, 
burlap, and wood veneering can Lr 
used to make wrappings 2 2- to 2 3- 
feet high. When making sollaw of 
material stiff enough to last for 
several years, be sure to make them 
large enough so that the trunk can 
increase in diameter. Often these 
collars do not provide protection 
high enough when heavy snows 
boost the rabbits’ gnawing range. 
During the heavy, lingering snows 
of last winter, I saw young orchards 
with the bark eaten off quite far up 
on the tree limbs. Semipermanent 
collars are in the way when mowing 
about tree trunks. You will notice 


96 


this especially when the fruit trees 
are on the lawn. 

Repellents may be used alone or 
to extend the protection of a collar 
barrier. I have very good resu|ts by 
painting the trunks with a mixture 
of rosin and alcohol—1 pound rosin 
dissolved in 1 pint of alcohol. Use 
ethyl alcohol only. Synthetics or 
alcohols that have been denatured 
with methyl alcohol do not hold the 
material in solution. If the rosin is 
melted and the alcohol warmed ina 
double boiler before pouring togeth- 
er they mix more readily. Keep 
away from flame as warm alcohol 
is very inflammable. I know; [ 
found out the hard way. 

And don’t use your wife’s best 
pan in which to melt the rosin. 


This solution, if properly mixed 
and tightly bottled, will stay liquid 
until all is used. Paint the tree 
trunks and lower branches up to a 
height of three feet in November or 
whenever the winter snows start. 
If there are heavy rains after appli- 
cation and the material seems to 
disintegrate, put on another coating 
the first of February. 

Don’t worry when trees painted 
with this rosin-alcohol repellent 
turn white in the next rain or snow. 
This does not lessen its effectiveness. 
Because a white surface reflects the 
sun’s rays, it may even minimize 
winter injury to the bark. 

Another repellent that is gaining 
in favor is made up of 4 teaspoons 
aluminum sulfate, 5 tablespoons 
hydrated lime, and 1 gallon of 
water. This material can be sprayed 
on and can be used on vegetables as 
well as on trees. For the latter, apply 
once a month. This makes more 


applications necessary than of the 
rosin and alcohol coat, but spraying 
is a lot easier than painting. One 
spray usually protects the life o! a 
vegetable crop. It [ Turn to page /08

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My Christmas in a 
erman Prison Camp 


By Lt. Robert D. Griffith 





THe men in our prisoner-of-war 
combine saved food for weeks for a 
Christmas feast. 

It wasn’t easy, for we were on 
half Red Cross parcels. The Ger- 
mans gave us potatoes, bread, and 
occasionally barley and dried peas. 

From the Red Cross parcels we 
hoarded sugar, powdered milk, 
chocolate, margarine, and a bit of 
real butter from Canada. It meant 
doing without desserts, and several 
times we passed up lunch. 

We saved canned things, too, and 
that was a problem. The Germans 
punched holes in all the cans to pre- 
vent us from accumulating food for 
an escape. But we sealed the holes 
with margarine. 


Ten we began to fear the Krauts 
would take our store. We were al- 
lowed to have only one day’s supply 
of food on hand, and the food we 
were saving for Christmas was 
stored openly on shelves, the only 
place we had to put it. 

The “ferrets” knew it was there. 
They were Krauts who crawled 
under cell blocks and hid in garrets 
to spy on us. When they went thru 
the barracks, they noticed the food. 

“If the Gestapo inspects the 
camp, you'll lose it all,” they would 
say. They never did anything about 
it. But the nearer Christmas came, 
the more we dreaded a Gestapo 
Visit. 

Christmas in a prison camp is 
likely to be drab. But we were de- 
termined to make this one different. 
We spent days making decorations 
out of tin cans and paper. You’d be 
surprised how nice we made the 
place look. 


For seven men in our combine, it 
was the second Christmas as pris- 
oners of war. At Stalagluft 3, prison 
camp at Sagen, seven more men 


joined us. That made 14 crowded 


Into a space that would have been 
fairly comfortable for eight. 

Aside from getting food, the stove 
was our greatest cooking problem. 
Ninety of us used a single coal range. 
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We scheduled the stove so that two 
combine groups would use it 45 
minutes for each meal. It meant 
stepping fast to cook for 28 men in 
that time. 


Neary all of our utensils were 
made of klim-tins (powdered milk 
cans), for we were given only two 
small cast-iron pots with such tiny 
bases it took forever to heat them. 
We made baking pans, stew pans, 
and frying pans by flattening tins 
and joining seams with strips of tin 
cut out with scissors. All the pans 
leaked until we had cooked barley 
in them, and they were so thin we 
had to watch like hawks to keep 
food from burning. 

The grinders were important. We 
had little flour, and had to use 
ground crackers or bread crumbs 
as a substitute in pies, cakes, pud- 
dings, and the like. Some ingenious 
grinders were produced. One in our 
barracks looked as tho it had come 
from a factory; edges were as smooth 
as if finished on a machine. 


Four days before Christmas we 
made the cake, a two-layer, 16- 
pound wonder for the 14 of us. We 
made it of ground bread and crack- 
ers, a little flour, raisins, prunes, 
chopped prune pits to give the effect 
of nuts, cocoa, and sodium bicar- 
bonate pills the men obtained at the 
dispensary by complaining of stom- 
ach-aches. The filling was of raisins, 
margarine, and sugar, and for 
frosting we melted 12 chocolate bars 
I received from home. 

The cake was burned around the 
edges, and a bit raw in the center, 
but it was wonderful. 

The next day we made steamed 
carrot pudding. The Germans had 
hauled in great quantities of carrots, 
large as rutabagas, and we expected 
them to be hard as wood. But they 
were tender and sweet. We grated 
them on graters made by driving 
nails thru flattened tins, and added 
grated potatoes, cracker crumbs, 
flour, prunes, raisins, and a few

My Christmas in a 


German Prison Camp

We baked pies the day before 
Christmas. Our pie tins were made 
to the exact dimensions of the oven, 
about a foot and a half wide, two 
feet long and six inches deep. Into 
them we patted the crusts, made of 
ground crackers, sugar, water, and 
margarine. The filling for the choco- 
late pie was made of 10 chocolate 
bars from Red Cross packages, klim, 
vanilla tablets, and cracker crumbs. 
Ingredients in the raisin pie were 
raisins, sugar, klim, margarine, and 
cracker crumbs. On the top of each 
we put “whipped cream,’ made by 
beating margarine with a fork until 
it was creamy. 

On Christmas eve we had a can- 
tata, and a party of captured colonels 
judged the decorations. The prize 
went to a barracks where a phono- 
graph was playing “Jingle Bells.” 
We decided that bit of home con- 
vinced the judges. 


Our combine had Christmas 
breakfast at 4 a.m.; we knew all the 
prisoners would w ant special break- 
fasts, so we had ours early. We had 
a coffeecake topped with sugar, but- 
ter, and cinnamon. It was the real 
McCoy, without a single ersatz in- 
gredient. One of the fellows jerked

it from the oven before it was done, 
so it rose beautifully on one end and 
fell at the other, but it reminded us 
of home. We also had oatmeal from 
British Red Cross packages, with 
sugar, butter, and klim, and two 
butter tins each of coffee. 

We went to church, then began 
cooking in earnest. Each man was 
to have a can of spam for himself at 
dinner, and we had some onions. 
With spam juice and onions, we 
made gravy—good gravy with rye 
flour the Germans gave us. 


Tue potatoes we mashed with 
forks; when you have nothing else 
to do, try mashing a dishpan of 
potatoes with a fork. And we cooked 
dried peas. We topped the meal off 
with cake, pie, pudding, fudge, and 
stuffed dates. 

That was one meal in prison 
camp we couldn’t finish. Every man 
had something left for supper, to eat 
with a can of turkey from the Red 
Cross.

Then on to DeSantis Brothers, the 
florists, and there did pick out a 
mighty fine potted poinsettia for 
present to Mrs. Maggie, and a dozen 
red roses for her sister K. These lat- 
ter we brought home, with the com- 
ment that “Here’s your Christmas, 
ahead of time.” 

For years there’s been a little bird 
feeder outside the east kitchen win- 
dow. This I brought in and repaired 
by putting on a new roof. I put up 
the new feeder at the dining-room 
window. This now makes five places 
where I put feed. I also have suet 
cakes in three places and suet from 


the butcher tied to sundry limbs of 


trees. 

Among the new birds is a downy 
woodpecker seen today at the feeder 
hanging from the little red oak on 
the rear lawn.

No Christmas 
Holiday 


Do’s and don’ts when buying 
toys, to avoid tragedies often 


recounted in holiday headlines 


Tue one-year-old grasped the 
fluffy white panda, whose _ black 
button eyes had winked so brightly 
at her across the room. An hour 
later she was choking in pain. One 
of the button eyes, twisted off and 
popped into her mouth in childish 
curiosity, had lodged in her wind- 
pipe. She died before her frantic 
parents could get her to a hospital. 

Such tragic scenes were repeated 
in hundreds of American homes 
last year; nearly 600 children under 
five years of age died of suffocation 
after swallowing small objects. 

Death dogs Santa’s footsteps. 
Every year, children are killed or 
maimed because of inappropriate 
toys given by careless, thoughtless 
adults. Other children barely avoid 
death or injury from similar “‘booby- 
trap” playthings. 

You wouldn’t think of giving 
your five-year-old son a revolver for 
Christmas. Yet some of those 
brightly-wrapped packages under 
your tree may be just as dangerous 
for Susie and Willie as a loaded gun. 

Toys can’t be chosen hastily and 
casually, like Christmas neckties. 
Careful selection of playthings is 
an important’ responsibility. Altho 
toys are a child’s world of entertain- 
ment, they also develop his mental, 
physical, and social abilities. They 
should be chosen to suit his age, his 
interest, his mental and _ physical 
capacities. 


Do’s and don’ts for buying toys 


1. Choose toys suitable to your 
child’s strength. A plaything, too 
heavy to be handled easily, may 
cause an accident. 

2. Don’t buy small toys, marbles, 
jacks, or beads for babies and _tod- 
dlers, who invariably follow the 
“hand to mouth” rule with every- 
thing they handle. Check all play- 
things for parts which may come 
loose—animals with button eyes, 
whistles with removable mouth- 
pieces, pull-toys with ~ small de- 
tachable parts. 

3. Select washable playthings col- 
ored with nonpoisonous dye or 
paint. Lead paint or paint with 
other ingredients may 
cause serious illness or death. 

4. See that playthings are sturdy 
and well made. Cheaply constructed 
or breakable toys will be broken 
by strenuous, childish play, leaving 
jagged edges to cause cuts and in- 
fection. Beware of toys with sharp 
edges or pointed ends. 

5. Don’t get electrical toys of any 
type for young children. For older 
children, buy only those which bear 
the seal of approval of the Under- 
writers’ Laboratories. 

6. Don’t buy play clothes or toys

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How to Cook a 
Rabbit's Goose 
[ Begins on page 96 | 


can be washed off such leafy prod- 
ucts as lettuce and spinach. It is not 
harmful but has a bitter taste. 


Heavy dustings of sulfur dis- 
courage rabbits from eating leafy 
plants and flowers. There is, how- 
ever, seemingly a difference in sul- 
furs, so if one doesn’t protect, try 
another brand. Heavy paintings of 
dormant-strength lime sulfur will 
protect trunks of trees for a period. 
Generous applications of various 
sulfur dusts will protect annuals 
such as zinnias, marigolds, beets, 
and beans which rabbits delight in 
cutting early in the spring. 

Another product distasteful to 
rabbits is bloodmeal. Dried blood 
discourages rabbits from cutting off 
tulips in the spring. Apply it on the 
ground about the plants and try to 
get some to stick in axils of leaves. 


In GENERAL, scarecrows for rab- 
bits do not work. But in gardens near 
street lights, glass jars and bottles 
hung over pegs in the ground 
around the early spring vegetable 
garden do sometimes have merit. 
All too frequently rabbit injury 
may occur to our apple, pear, or 
plum trees before protection has 


‘been given the trees. If the bark is 


stripped off in large areas, the best 
first aid is to keep these areas from 
drying out. Apply a coating of 
grafting wax over the wound. This 
will substitute for bark and prevent 
drying so that some of the growing 
cambium layer will be saved, and it 
in turn will make new bark to cover 
the wound. 

A wrapping of burlap over the 
wax is still better protection. Lack- 
ing grafting wax, a coating of shellac 
will help, but it is not as thick so 
does not hold moisture as well. 

As a last resort, coat the damaged 
area with damp mud and hold in 
place with a burlap bandage. Do 
not use creosote or any of the vari- 
ous forms of asphalt-emulsion tree 
paint. Their purpose is to effect a 
drying action to preserve dead wood 
and this is just what you don’t want. 


As A final insurance that you have 
done all you can for injured apple, 
pear, and crab-apple trees, cut some 
scions for bridge grafting next 
spring. Select one-year shoots that 
have no side branches. They should 
be long enough to bridge the wound 
and have a substantial amount of 
good solid wood in the tip of the 
shoot. Tie these in a bundle and 
bury in the ground in a well-drained 
spot to hold them dormant until 
proper grafting time. Better plan to 
use fine shoots to graft a 4-inch tree 
adequately. Leave any new shoots 
on the lower trunk of the tree which 
might be used to graft in above the 
injured area. 

Such thin barked plants as peach, 
plum, firethorn, and dogwood can- 
not be grafted, so count on the 
grafting wax to help recovery here. 
And above all, don’t assume that 
all girdled trees will die and pull 
them out-at once. Many seemingly 
hopeless plants recover.

I’m sure that even if we don’t 
realize it, ringing bells, noisy radios, 
a feeling of having to get somewhere 
on time and to accomplish so much 
in a day, bring about as much fa- 
tigue as any hard labor.

If we do not get enough 
rest, we cannot be good-natured, 
or enjoy life to its fullest, or accom- 
plish as much. It’s only good sense 
to sift out of the turmoil the things 
we can do best, or that are most im- 
portant to each of us individually. 
Let’s do these things, then, unfet- 
tered by the standards of others. 

It’s up to women to set the pace 
for their families. If a helter-skelter 
mother orders a _ higgledy-piggledy 
life, I hate to think of the numbers 
of nervous breakdowns in future 
generations.

Drirrwoop flames, flecked 
with rainbow colors as ocean salts 
are oxidized, can be duplicated in 
any fireplace. 

Easily obtainable, nonexplosive 
chemicals for treating logs include 
barium nitrate (blue flames), cop- 
per chloride or copper sulfate 
(green), strontium nitrate (red), 
calcium chloride or sodium chloride 
(orange), and lithium chloride 
(purple). Sodium chloride is com- 
mon table salt. If your druggist does 
not have these chemicals, he can 
obtain them for you. 

Sprinkle logs with one of these 
salts, or, better still, soak them in a 
solution made by dissolving one 
pound of chemical in one gallon of 
water. Soft woods, such as pine or 
poplar, absorb chemical solutions 
rapidly, but also burn more rapidly 
than oak or hickory. 

To make colored burning sticks, 
mix the chemical with sawdust, 
saturate the mass with kerosene, 
mix in melted resin, and shape to 
desired size. When dry, such sticks 
burn readily in desired colors. 


. 
N ONE of the chemicals mentioned 
is expensive or dangerous, tho one— 
copper sulfate—is poisonous and 
should be handled with care. For 
those who prefer, some fuel com- 
panies sell commercial colored flame 
logs.—Fred Miller, Jr.
